Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  duly 
considered  such  objections  and  rectifications,  as  provided 
by  Section  112  of  the  Laws  of  1873;  and, 

Whet^eaSy  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in 
making  the  Final  Estimate  for  the  year  1880,  at  a  meeting 
held  on  December  31,  1879,  overruled  the  objections  and 
rectifications  made  bv  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  some 
cases,  and  agreed  to  and  adopted  them  in  other  cases ; 
therefore 

Besdved,  That  "  the  reasons  "  for  such  action  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  regard  to  each  item,  are 
as  follows : 

1.  The  increase  of  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Police 
Department,  for  "  Salaries  of  Clerks,  Deputies,  Stenog-

2.  The  increase  of  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Fire 
Department,  for  the  **  Repair  Shop  Pay  Roll,"  from 
$45,000  to  $50,000,  was  approved  and  allowed,  for  the 
reason  that  the  increased  amount  was  believed  to  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  force  of  mechanics  and  others 
required  in  the  Repair  Shops  of  the  Fire  Department  in 
1880. 
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3.  The  increase  of  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Fire 
Department,  for  the  ''Bureau  of  Chief  of  Department, 
Pay-roll,"  from  $32,700  to  $37,700,  was  overruled,  because 
the  reasons  given  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment for  the  proposed  appointment  of  two  additional 
Chiefs  of  Battalion  at  salaries  of  $2,500  each  per  annum, 
did  not  satisfy  the  Board  of  Apportionment  that  their 
appointment  was  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
service.

Sir, — In  the  Final  Estimate  for  1880  your  Board  allowed 
the  sum  of  $60,000,  asked  in  the  Departmental  Estimate  for 
laying  four-feet  pipes  in  Eighth  avenue  and  in  Ninetieth  street, 
in  place  of  the  six-feet  pipes,  forming  part  of  the  conduit  for 
bringiug  water  into  the  city  reservoirs.  The  Departmental 
Estimate  was  made  last  August,  since  which  time  the  prices  of 
iron,  lead,  and  labor  required  for  this  work  have  risen  very 
considerably,  so  that  the  lowest  bids  for  the  contracts  for  fur- 
nishing and  laying  the  new  pipe,  received  and  opened  at  the 
letting  on  the  23d  inst.,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $75,293.25. 
The  contracts  cannot  be  signed  unless  the  deficiency  in  the 
appropriation  is  supplied,  as  their  estimated  cost  becomes  a 
liability  against  the  appropriation  as  soon  as  they  are  exe- 
cuted. The  old  six-feet  pipes  are  now,  and  have  been  for 
years,  in  imminent  danger  of  breaking  and  causing  great 
iojury.  The  large  sums  expended  upon  them  for  repairs  have 
been  a  charge  upon  the  appiopriation  for  **  Aqueduct— Bepairs 
and  Maintenance,'*  and  any  repairs  they  may  require  hereafter 
in  consequence  of  any  delay  or  inability  to  substitute  the  four- 
feet  pipes  would  have  to  be  charged  to  that  account  I  have 
to  request,  therefore,  that  the  sum  of  $15,500  be  transferred 
from  the  appropriation  for  '*  Aqueduct — Bepairs  and  Mainten-

In  the  Final  Estimate  for  each  of  the  years  1879  and  1880, 
an  appropriation  of  $14,400  was  made  under  the  title  of  **  Sal- 
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aries  of  Janitors  of  Civil  and  Police  Courts/'  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  twelve  Janitors,  at  $1,200  each  per  annum,  in  the 
Civil  and  Police  Courts. 

The  following  condition  was  attached  to  the  appropriation 
in  each  year : 

"  No  porlion  of  this  appropriation,  however,  is  to  be  paid  by 
the  Comptroller  until  the  question  is  judicially  determined,  on 
an  adjusted  case  or  otherwise,  in  whom  by  law  the  appoint- 
ment of  Janitors  of  these  Courts  is  placed.  It  is  claimed  on 
one  hand  that  the  appointment  is  in  the  Board  of  Police 
Justices  and  tlie  Justices  of  the  Civil  Courts,  and  on  the  other, 
that  the  appointment  is  in  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
The  City  is  not  to  be  burdened  with  the  expense  of  two  sets  of

In  September,  1879,  James  McCullough,  Janitor  of  the  Sec- 
ond District  Civil  Court,  John  Murphy,  Janitor  of  the  Fourth 
District  Civil  Court,  and  Samuel  Barclay,  Janitor  of  the 
Eighth  District  Civil  Court,  presented  their  claims  for  salary 
to  this  Department.  It  was  ascertained  that  each  of  the  per- 
sons named  held  the  office  of  Janitor  by  the  appointment  of 
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the  Jastice  of  the  Court,  and  also  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  As  no  legal  reason  existed 
why  their  salaries  should  not  be  paid,  as  there  was  no  conflict 
of  authority  in  these  cases,  I  recommeuded  the  Board  of  Es- 
timate and  Apportionment  to  pass  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
Comptroller  to  pay  the  salaries  of  these  Janitors.  This  reso- 
lution was  adopted  on  the  30tli  of  September,  1879,  and  under 
it  the  salaries  of  these  three  persons  have  been  paid  for  the 
year  1879. 

William  J.  Kennedy,  who  is  acting  as  Janitor  of  the  Third 
Disttict  Civil  Court,  or  rather  of  the  building  wherein  that  court 
is  located,  by  the  appointment  of  tbe  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  brought  suit  against  the  City  for  his  claim  for  salary  as 
Janitor,  and  the  Court  of  Appeals  has  recently  rendered  a  de- 
cision in  the  case,  dismissing  the  proceedings,  for  the  reason 
that  the  case  as  made  up  and  presented  to  the  court  did  not 
show  all  the  facts.  The  effect  of  the  decision  is  to  prevent  the 
payment  of  salary  to  the  Janitors  of  the  Police  and  District 
Courts,  where  there  are  contesting  incumbents  of  the  office, 
until  the  courts  pass  upon  an  action  or  submission  to  which 
all  the  claimants  are  parties,  and  then  only  when  the  power  of 
appointment  of  Janitors  is  exclusively  vested  either  in  the 
Justices  of  the  Courts  or  in  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  as  there  cannot  be  two  sets  of  Janitors  paid  by  the 
City 

In  the  meantime,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  salaries  of  the 
janitors  of  the  Courts  where  no  conflict  of  authority  exists  in 
their  appointment  should  not  be  paid,  and  as  no  such  conflict 
exists  in  the  cases  of  Patrick  -  Callahan,  Janitor  of  the  First 
District  Civil  Court ;  James  McCullough,  Janitor  of  the  Sec- 
ond District  Civil  Court ;  John  Murphy,  Janitor  of  the  Fourth 
District  Civil  Court ;  Patrick  Bergin,  Janitor  of  the  Seventh 
District  Civil  Court  and  Fourth  District  Police  Court ;  Samuel

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The  estimates  have  been  referred  to  Messrs.  Haswell, 
Worthen,  and  Bogart,  the  engineers  who  were  selected  in  the 
Ml  of  1878  by  the  Mayor,  the  Comptroller,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks,  to  examine  and  report  npon  the  work  then  con- 
stracted. 

After  an  examination  of  the  work  recently,  they  submit  the 
following  report :

Sir. — ^The  Commission  of  Engineers  appointed  by  you  in  the 
matter  of  the  construction  of  Riverside  avenue,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing in  reference  to  an  estimate  of  quantities  of  materials 
and  work,  dated  January  1,  1880,  and  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mission by  the  Auditor  of  your  Department. 

In  accordance  with  our  previous  report,  we  suggest  that  the 
item  of  25,437  16-100  cubic  yards  of  excavation  of  earth  should 
for  the  present  be  deducted  from  the  estimate  gntil  a  decision 
is  arrived  at  with  reference  to  the  propriety  of  paying  for  ex- 
cavation exterior  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  avenue. 

Also,  that  for  the  present  the  item  of  parapet  wall  be  re- 
daceil  to  455  cubic  yards,  being  the  amount  reported  as  done 
in  1879. 

Tbe  Riverside  avenue  is  not  yet  complete  in  accordance  with 
the  contract,  in  reference  to  many  details. 

Although  the  present  estimate  of  January  1,  1^80,  is  sub- 
mitted as  for  "  items  of  completed  work,"  yet  wo  are  advised 
by  the  Principal  Assistant  Engineer  (in  the  absence  of  the  Super- 
intending Engineer,  who  is  out  of  the  country)  that  it  is  (under 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  P  of  the  contract),  only  approxi- 
Biate,  and  that  the  quantities  are  below  the  amount  of  work 
actually  performed. 

Antothe  items  embraced  in  this  estimate  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  for  parapet  wall  and  earth  excavation  mentioned 
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above)  we  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  reserved  perceutage, 
amoantiDg  to  over  $150,00(),  is  available  for  perfecting  and 
finishing  the  details  of  the  work  acooidiDg  to  the  specificatioDS, 
and  we  consider  that  the  amount  of  aiioh  reserve,  properl;  ap- 
plied, will  fully  suffice  for  this  purpose.

My  Dear  Sir, — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  18th 
instant,  several  estimates  were  passed  for  the  contractors  on 
file  Riverside  work,  and  I  suppose  they  have  been  sent  to  you 
for  paymeni  I  voted  against  them,  and  refused  to  andit  them, 
and  wrote  to  you  to  that  effect  on  the  20th  instant. 

I  do  not  wish  to  delay  the  contractors,  nor  to  give  you  any 
embarrassment  in  your  action  upon  these  estimates,  in  deciding 
whether  you  will  pay  them  or  not. 

Bnt  there  are  questions  about  the  work  which  will  be  raised, 
sooner  or  later,  that  is,  questiions  whether  the  work  has  been 
done  according  to  contract ;  and  whether  an  assessment  can  be 
laid  and  collected  on  the  property  for  the  work. 

These  questions  will  have  to  be  met  and  determined  before 
long.  When  the  work  has  stood  for  a  year  or  two,  the  settling 
and  caving  in  of  the  avenue  will  show  how  poorly  it  was  con- 
structed, and  if  a  suit  is  brought  by  the  contractors  for  their 
money,  or  the  property  owners  move  in  the  couris  for  relief 
from  assessments,  the  legal  questions  will  then  have  to  be  de- 
termined. 

From  my  examination  of  the^work,  and  from  my  knowledge 
as  a  lawyer  of  these  legal  questions,  I  can  foresee  that  this, 
will  happen,  and  1  must  act  now  in  my  determination  whether 
to  pay  for  the  work  or  not,  in  view  of  what  will  very  soon  be 
discussed  and  talked  of  by  everybody. 
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It  is  tlie  characteristic  of  all  the  works  done  heretofore  br 
his  Department,  tbat  it  has  been  excellent  and  thorough.  I 
bink  that  this  standard  ought  to  be  kept  up. 

When  Mr.  Olmsted  and  Mr.  Aldrich  were  removed  from 
heir  supervision  of  this  work,  against  my  protest,  I  was  satis- 
led  that  the  work  would  not  be  well  done.  As  it  uow  stands, 
be  work  is  not  up  to  the  average  of  common  street  coaatrac- 
ion  work.  This  will  all  soon  be  made  apparent  to  everybody, 
ind  I  oannot  help  acting  now  according  to  what  I  know.  1 
nust,  therefore,  interpose  my  objection  to  these  payments.  It 
B  not  a  question  whether  the  thirty  per  centum  reserved  will 
lOver  the  deficiencies.  The  work  is  radically  bad  and  defect- 
ve,  and  ooght  never  to  have  been  permitted,  and  it  ought  not 
o  be  paid  for. 

The  reports  of  the  Commisaion  of  Engineers,  Messrs.  Has- 
vell,  Worthen,  and  Bogart,  bring  some  of  these  points  to  yonr 
kttentiou,  but  there  are  others  tu  which  they  do  not  allude,  and 
18  to  the  legal  difficulties,  they  do  not  consider  them.  But  be- 
bre  long  these  will  be  brought  out  to  the  public,  and  it  will 
lot  be  safe  for  you  or  for  me  not  to  foresee  and  protect  the 
jity  against  them.

If  you  have  in  your  possession  information  which  goes  to 
prove  that  the  work  is  radically  defective,  or  any  knowledge 
that  the  action  of  the  City  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  the 
work  tends  to  jeopardize  the  collection  of  the  assessment 
therefor,  I  think  it  becomes  your  duty  to  make  it  known  to  the 
proper  officers  of  the  City,  so  that  the  remedy  may  be  applied 
—and  to  that  end  you  should  be  specific  and  locate  the  faulty 
construction  of  the  work. 

When  the  estimate  for  the  month  of  August  was  received 
the  Commission  of  Engineers,  Messrs.  Haswell,  Worthen,  and 
Bogart,  repoited  to  me  that  the  work  had  been  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  contract,  with  the  exception  of  the  portion  of  the 
parapet  wall,  constructed  in  1878,  and  the  allowance  made  for 
excavation  outside  the  limits  of  the  drive.  These  portions  of 
the  work  have  not,  nor  will  not  be  paid  for,  until  they  are 
made  to  conform  with  the  contract,  and  as  I  have  requested 
these  gentlemen  to  renew  their  examination  of  the  work,  it  will 
afford  you  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  them,  and  point  out  in 
detail  the  portions  of  the  work  which  you  consider  laulty. 

Yon  may  be  assured  that  I  shall  not  in  any  instance  allow 
payment  to;  be  made  for  work  which   has  not  been  done  in 
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every  particular  in  accordance  with  the  contract  made  with 
the  City. 

I  hope  you  will  make  it  convenient  to  meet  Messrs.  Haswell, 
Worthen,  and  Bogart,  and  accompany  them  on  their  examina- 
tion  of  the  work.

March  17,  1877^  and  stating  that  the  same  was  referred  to  me 
by  the  Board  for  my  opinion. 

From  the  memorandum  enclosed  in  yoor  letter,  showmg 
Shea's  record  during  the  time  of  his  connection  with  the  police 
force,  and  from  the  records  in  this  office,  the  facts  in  regard  to 
his  case  appear  to  be  as  follows :  He  was  dismissed  from  the 
force  May  17,  1875,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  disqualified  to 
hold  position,  by  reason  of  his  having  been  convictt  d  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. In  March,  1876,  he  obtained  a  writ  of  ceriioran, 
by  which  he  sought  to  review  the  action  of  the  Board  in  bis 
dismissal.  The  case  was  submitted  to  the  General  Term  of 
the  Supreme  Court  on  May  15, 1876,  and  on  February  15, 1877, 
the  opinion  of  the  court  was  rendered  to  the  effect  that  the 
conviction  should  be  reversed  and  the  proceedings  remanded. 
On  the  16th  of  March,  1877,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  rein- 
statement granted  by  the  court.  Shea  resumed  his  position  as 
patrolman,  and  was  assigned  to  duty  in  the  Fourteenth  Pre- 
oinot. 

The  facts  above  stated  appear  to  render  this  case  similar) 
in  all  points,  to  that  of  Augustus  C.  Miller,  concerning  which 
I  wrote  you  on  January  29, 1879,  and  that  of  James  Mulrey, 
concerning  which  I  wrote  you  July  18,  1879.  In  those 
cases  I  advised  you  that  in  my  opinion  the  plaintiffs  were  en- 
titled to  receive  their  salary  for  the  respective  periods  which 
elapsed  between  the  date  of  their  removal  and  their  reinstate- 
ment.

Sir, — Your  communication  of  the  29th  ult,  requesting  infor- 
mation as  to  what  law  authorizes  Commissioners  of  Estimate 
and  Assessment  to  charge  the  City  with  one-half  of  the  ex- 
pense of  opening  a  street  of  less  than  a  mile  in  length,  has 
been  received. 

The  right  of  the  Commissioners  for  opening  streets  in  the 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  to  assess  a  portion  of 
the  expense  upon  the  City,  depends  upon  the  length  of  the 
street  as  established  by  law.  If  any  street,  as  so  established,

Sir, — ^After  mj  estimate  of  the  sum  required  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  this  Department  for  the  year  1881  was  presented 
to  your  Board,  my  attention  was  called  by  the  officers  of  tiie 
69th  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  to  the  condition  of  their 
armory  and  rooms  over  the  Tompkins  Market,  and  to  the  ne- 
cessity for  certain  repairs  and  improvements  therein.  With 
t^e  Superintendent  of  Repairs  and  Supplies  I  made  an  exam- 
ination of  the  premises,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  these 
improvements  were  necessary  for  the  proper  accommodation  1 
of  the  regiment,  and  for  the  better  protection  and  maintenance  , 
of  the  building,  which  is  the  property  of  the  City.  I  broagbt 
the  matter  verbally  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment on  the  day  of  October,  and  estimated  tlie  cost  of 
the  proposed  repairs  and  improvements  at  $15,000. 

The  principal  part  of  this  sum,  viz.,  $9,000,  will  be  expended 
on  the  proposod  steam-heating  apparatus.  The  rooms  are 
now  heated  by  twenty-two  stoves.  I  think  there  will  be  less 
danger  from  fire  by  warming  with  steam  than  by  the  present 
mode. 
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.  The  floors  of  several  of  the  rooms  are  worn  and  splintered, 
and  require  renewal  with  besfc  Georgia  pine.  The  original 
floors  were  laid  with  inferior  wood.  During  the  fire  which 
occurred  in  this  buildiug  a  few  years  since  the  walls  were 
injured.  They  should  be  properly  repaired  and  repainted. 
The  water-closets  and  plumbing  also  require  certain  altera- 
tions.

in  each  department  and  branch  thereof,  and  the  Board  of 
Education,  for  the  next  ensuing  financial  year,  to  wit,  for 
the  calendar  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  (1881), 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  with  the  reasons 
for  it  in  detail,  as  required  by  section  112  of  chapter  335 
of  the  Laws'  of  1873. 

Reasons  for  the  Provisional  Estimate  for  the  Year  1881. 

The  Provisional  Estimate  for  the  calendar  year  1881,  here- 
with submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New 
fork,  has  been  adopted  and  agreed  on  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment. 

The  amounts  allowed  are  such  as  are  prescribed  or  provided 
for  by  law,  or  such  as  conform  to  the  Departmental  Estimates 
and  to  the  estimates  of  necessary  expenditures  other  than 
those  included  in  Departmental  Estimates,  except  as  to  the 
amount  of  certain  items,  for  which  appropriations  were  asked 
for,  that  have  been  modified  or  disallowed  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  making  such  Provisional  Esti- 
mate, in  the  manner  and  for  the  reasons  stated  in  detail  under 
the  heads  of  appropriations  respectively. 

The  Common  Council 

The  sum  of  $64/250  is  allowed  and  appropriated  to  pay  the 
expense  of  the  Common  Council  for  the  year  1881,  in  conform- 
ity with  the  provisions  of  law. 

The  amount  allowed  for  the  salaries  of  the  President  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  $44,000  less  than  the 
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atnotmt  allowed  for  the  same  purpose  for  the  year  1380,  Id 
pursuance  of  chapter  521  of  the  Laws  of  1880.  No  redoctioii, 
however,  has  been  made  in  the  aggregate  sum  to  be  paid  for 
salaries  and  compensation  of  the  Clerk  and  officers  of  the 
Common  Council  under  the  provision  of  said  statute  requiring 
that  the  amount  shall  be  at  least  ten  per  centum  less  than  the 
aggregate  amount  paid  therefor  during  the  present  year  1880, 
for  the  reason  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Cor- 
poration, the  said  statute  *'  does  not  comprehend  the  Major 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen"  as  heads  of  departments,  to 
which  the  law  providing  for  a  reduction  of  salaries  is  restricted 
in  its  application. 

It  was  stated  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
that  the  sum  called  for  in  the  estimate  for  salaries  of  clerks 
would  not  be  sufficient,  and  that  a  reduction  had  been  made 
therein  under  the  impression  that  it  was  required  by  chapter 
521,  Laws  of  1880.  The  amount  was  increased  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  Apportionment  by  allowing  the  sum  of 
$18,000,  instead  of  $14,580  asked  for  in  the  estimate,  for  the 
reason  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation, 
the  provisions  of  said  statute  requiring  a  reduction  of  ten  per 
cent,  on  salaries  does  not  apply  to  the  Common  Council. 

The  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  on  this  ques- 
tion, by  which  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has 
been  governed  in  making  ihe  Provisional  Estimate  for  the 
Common  Council  for  the  jyear  1881,  and  for  other  purposes 
and  objects,  is  as  follows  :

Sir, — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th,  communicat-

section  3  of  chapter  621  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  which  proyides 
for  a  reduction  of  salaries,  is  restricted  in  its  application  to 
heads  of  departments  and  the  departments  under  their  control, 
and  whether  the  Mayor  is  a  head  of  a  department,  and  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  the  head  of  a  department,  in  view  of  this 
law." 

In  answer,  I  advise  you : 

1st.  That  the  provisions  of  the  section  cited  apply  only  to 
the  heads  of  departments,  and  prescribe  their  duty  in  making. 
"  the  next  Departmental  Estimate  of  the  amount  required  for 
the  support  of  such  department  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year." 

2d.  That  the  Mayor  is  not  the  head  of  any  department  con- 
stituted by  the  charter. 

3d.  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  not  the  head  of  any  de- 
partment constituted  by  the  charter. 

In  Jones  vs.  The  Mayor,  7  Robertson,  209,  the  question 
whether  restrictive  provisions  of  the  charter  relating  to  de- 
partments of  the  City  Government  limited  the  power  of  the 
Common  Council,  was  discussed,  and  the  court  held  that  the 
Common  Council  was  not  subject  to  limitations  prescribed  by 
law  applicable  only  to  "  departments." 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  statute  in  question 
does  not  comprehend  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

The  sum  of  $40,000  is  allowed  and  appropriated  for  the 
Mayoralty  for  the  year  18S1,  being  $2,000  less  for  the  salary

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of  the  Laws  of  1880,  fixing  the  salary  at  $10,000,  in  place  of 
$12,000,  per  annum ;  but  no  reduction  has  been  made  in  the 
aggregate  amount  of  salaries  of  clerks  and  subordinates  of 
"  The  Mayoralty  "  under  the  provision  of  said  statute,  for  the 
reason  that,  in  the  foregoing  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation,  it  does  not  apply  to  the  Mayor,  as  the  head  of  a 
department,  and  in  accordance  wi^h  the  estimate  submitted  by 
the  Mayor. 

The  Finaivce  Department. 

The  sum  of  $240,500  is  allowed  and  appropriated  for  the  De- 
portment of  Finance  for  the  year  1881,  including  the  salary  of 
the  Comptroller  of  $10,000  per  annum,  and  the  sum  of  $30,000 
to  be  paid  to  the  Chamberlain,  as  provided  by  law,  and  dedact- 
ing  $17,340  from  the  aggregate  amount  paid  in  the  year  1880 
for  salaries  and  compensation  of  persons  employed  in  and  bj 
the  Department,  other  than  the  head  thereof,  and  day  laboreis 
paid  less  than  $2  per  day  ;  and  $660  less  than  the  amount  of 
salaries  paid  to  temporary  clerks  employed  in  the  Bureau  for 
the  Collection  of  Taxes,  in  pursuance  of  the  provision  of  sec- 
tion 3  of  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  Departmental  Estimate  submitted  by  the  Comptroller  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

State  Taxes  and  Interest  and  Principal  of  the  City  DebL 

The  State  taxes'  to  be  paid  as  the  quota  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York,  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  1881,  including  the 
salary  of  the  Shore  Inspector,  fixed,  as  provided  by  law,  at 
$4,270,760  ;  the  interest  on  the  City  debt  payable  from  taxation 
in  the  year  1881,  under  the  statutes  authorizing  the  issue  of  the 
bonds  and  stocks  upon  which  the  interest  will  become  doe 
during  said  year,  estimated  at  $8,265,965.45  ;  and  the  sum  re- 
quired to  be  paid  during  the  year  1881  for  the  redemption  of 
the  principal  of  the  City  debt,  amounting  to  $569,996.75,  and 
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iDcIuding  $52,395.69  on  aocount  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  towns  annexed  from  the  County  of  Westchester  to  the 
City  of  New  York,  have  been  8eve]^a]ly  allowed  and  appropri- 
ated at  the  sums  mentioned,  in  conformity  with  the  require^ 
ments  of  law. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  565,  Laws  of  1880,  the  sum 
of  $75,000  is  included  for  the  redemption  of  fund  or  stock  for 
the  improvement  of  Momingside  Park,  not  embraced  in  the 
Departmental  Estimate  ;  also  the  sum  of  $51,000  is  included 
for  redemption  of  revenue  bonds  under  provisions  of  chapter 
556,  Laws  of  1880,  making  the  total  amount  $186,198.52. 

Sent  of  Armories  and  Drill-rooms,  and  other  Purposes. 

The  sum  of  $61,500  is  appropriated  for  the  rent  of  Armories 
and  Drill-rooms,  and  the  sum  of  $48,041.66  for  rent  of  prem- 
ises for  other  purposes  estimated  to  be  necessary  under  leases 
made  and  to  be  made,  as  stated  in  detail  iu  the  Departmental 
Estimates,  and  also  items  for  wages  of  armorers,  expenses  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  Real  Estate  expenses, 
Seventh  Regiment  New  Armory  Fund,  'Trustees  of;  claims 
payable  under  acts  of  the  Legislature,  and  arrears  for  advertis- 
ing, as  stated  in  more  full  detail  in  the  Departmental  Estimate 
of  the  Comptroller. 

Jvdgments. 

The  sum  of  $350,000  is  appropriated  to  pay  judgments 
against  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  any  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  estimated  to  be  required  for  that  purpose  in  the 
year  1881. 

The  Law  Department. 

The  sum  of  $143,728  is  appropriated  for  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, including  salaries  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Corporation 
Atton^ey,  $11,178 ;  the  Public  Administrator,  $7,200,  and  the 
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Attorney  for  the  Collection  of  Arrears  of  Personal  Taxes, 
$5,850. 

The  salary  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  in  the  year 
1881  is  reduced  from  $15,000  to  $12,000,  and  ten  per  centam 
is  deducted  from  the  salaries  of  assistants,  clerks  and  messen- 
gers attached  to  this  department,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880.  The  Provisional  Estimate  cor- 
responds with  the  Departmental  Estimate,  except  as  to  the  items 
for  salaries  of  clerks  and  subordinates  in  the  Bureaux  of  the 
Corporation  Attorney,  Public  Administrator  and  the  Attorney 
for  the  Collection  of  Arrears  of  Personal  Taxes,  which,  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  have  been  fixed  at 
amounts  ten  per  cent  less  than  those  estimated  in  the  De- 
partmental Estimate  of  the  Law  Department,  in  order  to  make 
the  reduction  of  salaries  required  by  the  statute  above  re- 
ferred to. 

The  Department  of  Public  WorJcs. 

The  sum  of  $2,409,450  is  appropriated  for  all  purposes  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  year  1881,  as  required  by 
the  various  statutes  and  needs  of  the  pubUc  service,  according 
to  the  Departmental  Estimate  ;  and  a  reduction  of  ten  per  ceoi 
has  been  made  upon  the  aggregate  sum  of  salaries  and  com- 
pensation of  all  persons,  other  than  the  head  of  the  department 
and  day  laborers  paid  less  than  $2.00  per  dSy. 

The  Department  of  Public  Parka. 

The  sum  of  $919,^381.20  is  appropriated  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Parks,  for  the  maintenance  and  government  of 
parks  and  places,  including  various  improvements  in  the 
Tweniy-tliird  nnd  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  surveying,  monu- 
menting,  erecting  bridges  over  the  Bronx  river,  etc,  asset 
forth   in   the  Departmental  Estimate.     The  amount  for  the 
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year  1881  is  $350,881.20  more  than  the  total  appropriation  for 
1880. 

As  provided  by  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880,  ten  per-  centum 
redaction  is  made  in  salaries  of  all  persons  other  than  the 
heads  of  the  Department  and  laborers  paid  less  than  $2  per 
day. 

The  amonnts  appropriated  are  those  asked  for  in  the  De- 
partmental Estimate,  except  the  item  for  Police,  which  was 
estimated  at  $150,000,  and  for  ivhich  the  sum  allowed  was 
$92,231.20,  including  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms 
and  supplies  for  Park  Police.  The  amount  was  arrived  at  by 
deducting  ten  per  cent,  from  the  amount  allowed  for  the  pay 
of  the  Police  in  1880,  as  stated  by  Commissioner  Lane,  and 
adding  the  amount  required  for  uniforms  and  supplies. 

The  Department  of  PvMic  Charities  and  Correction. 

The  sum  of  $1,517,416  is  allowed  and  appropriated  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  for  all  pur- 
poses  in  the  year  1881,  as  required  under  the  Departmental  Es- 
timate, and  k  reduction  of  ten  per  centum  is  made  on  the  ag- 
^egate  sum  of  salaries  of  subordinates  employed  in  the  De- 
partment, as  provided  by  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880.  The 
total  amount  of  appropriation  is  $69,032.66  more  than  was  ap- 
propriated for  1880.  The  amounts  allowed  correspond  for  the 
several  purposes  and  objects  with  those  ini  the  Departmental 
Estimate,  except  that  the  appropriation  for  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Department  has  been  allowed  at  $5,000  instead 
of  $30,000  asked  for,  the  smaller  amount  being  deemed  suf- 
ficient, and  except  that  certain  items  of  appropriations  asked 
for  have  been  omitted  as  unnecessary  during  the  year  1881. 

The  Health  Department. 

The  sum  of  $253,363.32  is  allowed  and  appropriated  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Health  Department  in  1881 ,  against  $261,540 
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in  1880,  a  redaction  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  aggregate  sum 
of  salaries  of  subordinates  being  made,  as  provided  by  chap- 
ter 521,  Laws  of  1880.  All  the  items  are  in  accordance  with 
the  Departmental  Estimate,  except  the  item  for  transportation 
of  persons  with  contagious  diseases,  for  which  the  sum  of 
$5,500  was  allowed  as  necessary  to  provide  a  proper  steam- 
boat and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  transportation. 

The  Police  Department. 

The  sum  of  $4,161,315  is  appropriated  for  all  purposes  to 
the  Police  Department,  including  $70,000  for  a  new  steamboat 
for  Harbor  Police  ;  $700,000  for  cleaning  streets,  and  $100,000 
for  purchase  of  steam  tugs  and  scows  and  additional  apparatus 
and  new  stock  for  the  Street  Cleaning  Bureau,  the  whole 
amount  of  appropriations  being  $63,575  more  than  was  ap- 
propriated  for  all  purposes  in  1880.  As  provided  by  chapter 
521,  Laws  of  1880,  a  deduction|of  ten  per  centum  is  made  on 
the  salaries  of  persons  employed,  other  than  the  head  and  the 
uniformed  force  of  the  Department,  and  day  laborers  paid  less 
than  $2  per  day.  The  items  in  each  case  correspond  to  those 
asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate,  except  that  the 
amount  allowed  for  the  payment  of  captains,  sergeants,  patrol- 
men, and  doormen  are  the  same  as  the  amounts  allowed  io 
the  appropriations  for  the  present  year,  with  the  addition  of 
$2,000,  allowed  for  one  additional  captain,  reinstated  by  order 
of  court,  after  a  successor  had  been  appointed,  which  amounts 
were  deemed  sufficient,  and  except  the  amount  of  $60,912 
asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  the  payment  of 
the  salaries  of  the  clerks,  deputies  and  other  employees  spec- 
ified in  the  estimate,  was  reduced  to  $54,000,  in  order  to  make 
a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  appropriated  for 
t^e  same  purposes  for  the  year  1880 ;  and  except  that  the  item 
of  rents  of  Police  Station-houses  was  increased  $2,500  to  allow 
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lor  the  payment  of  rent  of  the  station-house  of  the  Eleventh 
Precinct ;  and  except  that  the  amount  for  street  cleaning  pur- 
poses has  been  modified  so  as  to  allow  $100,030  for  salaries  of 
inspectors,  etc.,  as  specified  in  the  appropriation,  instead  of 
$106,848  as  asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate.  The 
gam  of  $600,000  was  also  allowed  for  wages  of  sweepers, 
etc.,  as  specified  in  the  Provisional  Estimate,  instead  of  the 
Bum  of  $877,795.50,  as  asked  for  in  th^  Departmental  Esti- 
mate, and  the  sum  of  $100,000  was  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  ^ 
steam  tugs,  scows,  additional  apparatus  and  new  stock,  instead 
of  tiie  sum  of  $124,503,  as  asked  for  in  the  Departmental 
Estimate,  the  sums  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  being,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  for  those  pur- 
poses respectively.  The  amount  for  Election  Expenses  was  al- 
lowed at  the  amount  of  $154,150,  being  a  reduction  of  $7lO  (ten 
per  cent,  of  the  salaries  of  the  Chief  and  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
Bureau  of  Eledions)  from  the  Departmental  Estimate. 

The  Fire  Department 

The  sum  of  $1,568,959  is  appropriated  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  all  purposes  in  the  year  1881,  including  the  Bureau 
for  the  Inspection  of  Buildings,  and  also  special  appropriations 
for  three  new  engine  houses,  two  new  houses  for  Hook  and 
Ladder  Companies,  amounting  to  $75,000,  and  $26,250  for 
seven  fourth-class  fire  engines,  and  also  $60,000  for  one  float- 
ing engine,  asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate.  The 
amount  appropriated  is  $260,899  more  than  the  total  appro- 
priation for  1880. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  centum  has  been  made  on  salaries  of 
subordinates  and  persons  other  than  the  beads  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  uniformed  force,  and  day  laborers  paid  less  than 
$2  per  day,  as  provided  by  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880.    The

The  sum  of  $140,000  is  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
ofiEicers  and   professors,  supplies  and  other  expense  of  the 
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amounts  allowed  for  each  itbm  are  the  same  as  those  asked  Um 
in  the  Departmental  Estimate. 

The  Department  of  Taxes  and  Assessment. 

The  sum  of  $102,100  is  appropriated  for  1881,  against  $107,-    j 
800  appropriated  for  1880,  and  including  $17,400  to  the  Boaid 
of  Assessors,  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Taxes. 

A  reduction  of  ten  per  centum  is  made  upon  the  salaries  of 
the  clerks  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Taxes  and 
Assessments,  as  provided  by  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880.  The 
Board  of  Assessors  being  an  independent  Board  to  which  the 
statute  requiring  a  reduction  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  salaries 
of  persons  employed  in  Departments  does  not  apply,  the 
salaries  of  the  Assessors  and  their  clerks  were  fixed  at  the 
same  amount  as  for  the  year  1880. 

Except  as  to  the  salaries  of  the  Assessors  and  their  clerb^ 
each  item  in  the  Provisional  Estimate  corresponds  with  the 
amounts  asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Estimate. 

The  Board  of  Education, 

The  sum  of  $3,620,095  is  appropriated  to  the  Board  of     j 
Education,  against  $3,500,000  in  1880,  including  $100,000  for 
Corporate  Schools,  under  special  acts  of  the  Legislature. 

As  provided  by  chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880,  ten  per  centum 
is  deducted  from  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  janitors, 
clerks  and  persons  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  ex-     y 
cept  teachers,  exempt    under    said    statute.    The    amounts     ] 
allowed  in  the  Provisional  Estimate  are  the  amounts  asked  for     j 
by  the  Board  of  Education.

The  snm  of  $152,200  is  appropriated  for  these  purposes  in 
1881,  including  the  expenses  of  publishing  the  City  Record  and 
the  salaries  of  the  Supervisor  and  his  subordinates,  no  reduc- 
tion being  made  for  salaries,  as  the  office  of  the  Supervisor 
does  not  belong  to  a  department ;  and  the  amounts  allowed  in 
the  Provisional  Estimate  are  the  amounts  estimated  as  re- 
quired bj  the  Supervisor  of  the  City  Record. 

Miscellaneous  Purposes. 

The  amount  jallowed  for  Coroners — Salaries  and  Expenses, 
is  $46,000,  being  $2,500  less  than  the  amount  asked  for  by  the 
Board  of  Coroners,  ^  reduction  being  made  in  their  estimate  of 
$2,500  in  the  item  for  post-mwiem  examinations. 

The  SheriflTs  estimate  for  sheriff's  fees  was  $50,000,  and  for 
Support  of  Prisoner?  in  the  County  Jail,  $17,500.  In  the  Pro- 
visional Estimate,  $40,000  have  been  allowed  for  sheriff's  fees, 
and  $15,000  for  the  support  of  prisoners,  which  amounts  are 
the  same  as  were  appropriated  for  1880,  and  are,  deemed  suf- 
ficient for  these  purposes. 

The  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  Commissioners  of  Accounts 
was  allowed  as  necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  the  clerks  required. 

The  appropriation  for  Jurors'  fees ;  Incumbrances  in  Harbor, 
Bemoval  of ;  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  Expenses 
of;  and  the  Salary  of  the  Physician  of  the  County  Jail,  are 
fixed  at  the  amounts  required  for  those  purposes  respectively, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 
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Tht  Judidar^. 

The  sum  of  $1,205,123  is  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  6! 
judges,  clerks,  officers  and  attendants  of  the  courts^  includicg 
the  Police  and  District  Civil  Courts,  the  offices  of  the  County 
Clerk,  the  Surrogate,  thtf  District  Attorney,  and  the  Commis- 
tfioner  of  Jurors.  Chapter  521,  Laws  of  1880.  provides  for 
reductions  in  the  salaries  of  persons  elected  or  appointed  after 
the  passage  of  the  act,  and  as  no  persons  under  these  heads 
have  been  since  elected  or  appointed,  no  changes  have  been 
made  in  their  salaries  for  1881. 

The  amoimts  allowed  were  arrived  at  by  taking  the  estimates 
su^bmitted  from  the  various  courts  and  offices  comprised  under 
this  head,  except  as  to  the  following  items :  The  amount  of 
$67,G00  was  allowed  for  salaries  of  the  District  Attorney's 
office,  being  the  amount  allowed  for  1880,  instead  of  the  sum  of 
$74,300  asked  for  ;  the  sum  of  $4,000  for  contingencies  of  the 
District  Attorney's  office,  being  the  amount  allowed  for  1S80, 
was  allowed  instead  of  the  sum  of  $12,500  asked  for ;  the  sum 
of  $G,G03  asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Police  Justices  for  Court 
Attendants  was  not  allowed  ;  the  items  in  the  Estimates  of  the 

« 

Civil  Justices  and  the  Marine  Court  for  supplies  were  not 
allowed,  as  necessary  supplies  are  furnished  out  of  other  ap- 
propriations. 

The  Supreme  Court  appropriation  differs  from  the  amounts 
asked  for  in  that  $3,000  is  added  for  compensation  of  judges 
from  other  districts,  bitting  in  New  York,  and  the  sum  of 
$2,500  is  deducted  fiom  the  salaries  of  clerks,  etc»  the  amount 
appropriated  being  the  same  as  for  1880. 

Asylums^  Reformatories  and  CharitaUe  InstiltUums. 

The  sum  of  $1,026,018.32  is  appropriated  as  the  estimated 
amount  required  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  innuiiss 
of  charitable  institutions  in  the  State  and  City  of  New  York  in 
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the  year  1881,  payable  from  taxation  as  per  capita  aUowanoes 
and  specific  snms  to  be  paid  nnder  provisions  of  law.  This 
amoant  is  $29,276.91  more  than  was  appropriated  for  the  same 
pnrposes  in  1880.  The  increase  is  caused  in  part  by  acts  of 
the  last  Legislature,  chapters  597,  598,  providing  for  appro- 
priations to  the  Five  Points  House  of  Industry  and  The  Asso- 
ciation for  Befriending  Children  and  Toung  Girls,  respect- 
ifely. 

A  printed  statement  of  the  Departmental  and  other  esti- 
mates herein  referred  to,  is  herewith  transmitted,  and  consti- 
tutes in  part  the  statement  of  the  reasons  in  detail  for  thePro- 
yisional  Estimate  which  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment is  required  to  transmit  with  such  estimate  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

Gentlemen, — The  undersigned  propei*ty-owners  and  tax- 
payers would  respectfully  present  to  you  and  urge  upon  yoa 
the  necessity  of  a  new  and  improved  pavement  in  Fifth  ave- 
nue, from  Washington  square  to  the  Central  Park. 

This  avenue  is  the  central  and  leading  longitudinal  thorough- 
fare of  the  City.  Private  enterprise  and  expenditure  have 
been  employed  without  stint,  to  ^'give  it  the  character  and 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  finest  streets  in  the  world,  and 
the  taxable  value  of  the  property  fronting  upon  it  exceeds  the 
property  value  on  any  other  street  of  the  same  extent  in  the 
City.  It  is  the  principal  approach  to  the  Central  Park  aod 
the  suburban  drives  from  the  present  centre  of  the  City,  and 
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is  used  as  such  by  people  from  every  part  of  the  City  below 
the  Park. 

All  these  facts  and  circumstances  combine,  to  demand  for 
this  avenue  special  and  different  treatment  from  ordinary 
streets—not  in  the  interest  of  any  particular  locality  or  class, 
but  as  a  matter  in  which  the  whole  City  and  population  are 
interested ;  and  this  fact  has  been  recognized  by  the  State 
authorities,  in  the  enactment  of  laws  prohibiting  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads  through  it.  Yet,  in  the  matter  of  pavement, 
the  Ciiy  has  treated  this  avenue  the  same  as  any  ordinary 
street  of  merely  local  use  or  importance.  It  is  paved  with  an 
inferior  stone-block  pavement,  which  is  rough,  noisy,  un- 
cleanly, harsh  and  inappropriate  for  all  kinds  of  travel,  and 
incapable  of  being  rendered  suitable  by  patching  or  repairing. 
Several  ineffectual  attempts  have  been  made  to  obtain  the 
authority  and  means  i6  secure  for  it  a  proper  pavement  From 
various  causes,  travel  upon  this  avenue  has  greatly  increased 
within  the  past  few  years. 

We  respectfully  submit,  that  a  new  pavement  for  this  ave- 
nae,  which  shall  combine,  as  much  as  possible,  smoothness, 
noiselessness,  cleanliness,  safety  and  durability,  has  become  an 
urgent  public  necessity,  which  concerns  the  whole  City,  and 
in  which  every  citizen  should  take  pride  and  interest. 

We  therefore  earnestly  request,  that  your  Board  will  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  provide  for  such 
pavement,  at  least  in  part.

To  the  HonorahU  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment : 

Gantlemen, — In  1877  th^  andersignei  began  bis  labors  upon 
the  revision  of  the  ordinances,  which  continued  without  inter* 
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mption  until  the  submission  of  the  same  to  the  Board  of  AI- 
dermen,  on  the  &th  day  of  Ootober,  1880. 

On  or  about  the  first  day  of  February,  1879,  the  Committee 
on  Law  of  the  Common  Council  employed  the  under^ignod  as 
an  expert,  to  examine  and  uuite,  if  possible,  the  two  codifica- 
tions of  the  ordinances,  which  had  been  submitted  by  the  re- 
Bpective  Commi^ioners,  and  produce  from  them  one  sjm- 
metrical  and  harmonious  code. 

Your  petitioner  was  engaged  upon  such  work  between  fonr 
and  five  months,  night  as  well  as  day,  and  completed  the 
united  revision  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  said  Committee, 
and  was  accepted  by  it. 

It  was  agreed  between  the  said  Committee  and  petitioner, 
that  the  petitioner  should  accept  such  compensation  for  lus 
services  as  the  City  might  think  proper  to  give  him. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Common 
Council  instructs  me  that  the  proper  method  of  obtaining 
such  compensation  is  to  apply  to  your  Honorable  Board,  and 
your  petitioner,  therefore,  respectfully  asks  your  Honorable 
Board  to  award  him  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,500),  as  suggested  hy  the  Committee  on  Law  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  for  the  aforesaid  services. 

I  herewith  beg  leave  to  submit  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the 
Committee  on  Law  respecting  the  foregoing  subject,  the  orig- 
inal being  in  the  possession  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council.

EHiimatr.  and  Apportionment  : 

Sir, — At  the  time  when  the  department  estimate  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  for  1881  was  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  your  Board,  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  to  determine  the  question  whether  the  Fulton 
Market  building,  which  had  been  condemned  as  unsafe* 
should  be  taken  down  or  repaired.  The  court  having  re- 
cently decided  and  ordered  thai  the  building  should  be 
repaired,  I  respectfully  submit  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
required  to  repair  and  reconstruct  it  in  such  manner  as  to 
render  it  entirely  and  permancDtly  safe,  as  required  by  the 
order  of  the  court;  to  have  as  little  interference  as  possible 
with  the  market  business  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and 
to  provide  the  most  suitable  and  convenient  accommodations 
for  such  business  on  the  completion  of  the  work. 

The  present  market  is  in  two  distinct  portions — the  old 
market  proper,  two  stories  high,  facing  on  Fulton,  Front  and 
Beekman  streets— and  the  inner  and  more  recent  portion,  on 
a  different  level,  facing  on  South  street.  The  older  portion  is 
in  much  more  need  of  repair  than  the  latter. 
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It  is  proposed  to  rebuild  the  walls  of  the  older  portion  in 
sections,  the  standholders  to  be  removed  in  turns  to  a  tempo- 
rary shed  to  be  erected  in  Burling  slip  ;  the  floor  to  be  on  a 
level  with  the  present  floor  of  the  inner  portion  ;  the  building 
to  be  one  story  high,  except  on  the  corners  and  in  the  centre 
of  the  part  facing  on  Front  street,  where  a  second  story  is  to 
be  added  for  offices,  closets,  and  wash-rooms  ;  the  walls  to  be 
of  such  design  as  to  afibrd  complete  light  and  ventilation » 
and  of  sufficient  strength  to  carry  upper  stories,  if  desired  to 
be  added  in  the  future,  or  an  iron  and  glass  roof  over  the 
centre  portion ;  the  roof  to  be  of  such  construction  as  to 
insure  a  more  equable  temperature  than  at  present ;  the  pres- 
ent roof  over  the  central  part,  which  was  recently  repaired,  to 
be  retained ;  a  suitable  drain  to  be  laid  under  the  floor  in  place 
of  the  present  surface  drainage ;  an  iron  shed  on  brackets  to 
be  built  around  the  market  over  the  sidewalks  in  place  of  the 
present  sheds  ;  the  exterior  to  be  without  unnecessary  orna- 
mentation, but  of  a  dignified  and  attractive  design  ;  the 
whole  improvement  to  be  of  a  permanent  character,  and  to 
include  necessary  repairs  to  the  inner  market.  This  plan 
abolishes  the  cellar  shops  on  Fulton,  Front  and  Beekman 
streets.     The  expense  is  estimated  at  $100,000. 

I  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  this  amount  be  included  in 
the  Final  Estimate  for  1881,  and  set  apart  for  this  purpose  for 
the  use  of  this  department.  I  transmit  herewith  a  plan  of  the 
improvement,  and  will  be  glad  to  furnish  further  details  in 
reference  thereto,  if  desired.

Sir, — The  Departmental  Estimate  for  "  Lamps  and  Gas/' 
for  1881,  was  based  on  the  prices  paid  for  lighting  public  lamps 
for  the  year  ending  April  SO,  1881,  and  the  prices  paid  for  gas 
for  public  buildings  for  the  year  1880. 

Since  the  estimate  was  made,  proposals  have  been  received 
from  the  several  gas-light  companies  for  furnishing  gas  for  the 
public  buildings  for  the  year  1831,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  the  lowest  bids  were  accepted,  and 
contracts  made  thereon.  Under  these  contracts  the.  cost  of 
lighting  the  public  buildings  and  offices  will  be  $5,000  more 
than  the  amount  allowed  in  the  Departmental  Estimate. 

I  am  also  informed  that  the  several  gas-light  companies 
appeared  before  your  Board  and  stated  that  on  the  expiration 
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of  the  present  contracts,  for  lighting  the  public  lamps  they 
would  be  compelled  to  increase  their  prices,  as  follows : 

The  New  York,  Manhattan,  New  York  Mutual,  and  Metro- 
politan Gas-Iigbt  Companies,  from  $15  per  lamp,  paid  for  the 
year  ending  April  30,  1881,  to  $18  per  lamp. 

The  Harlem  Gas-light  Company,  from  $17  per  lamp,  paid  for 
the  year  ending  April  80,  1S81,  to  $20  per  lamp. 

The  Northern  Gas-light  Company,  from  $35  per  lamp,  paid 
for  the  year  1880,  to  $37.58. 

As  the  contract  with  the  Northern  Gas-light  Company  ex- 
pires on  the  31sl  inst.,  a  contract  at  the  above  rate  ($37.58 
per  annum),  has  been  made  by  the  Gas  Commission  with  this 
company  for  tbe  four  months  ending  April  30,  1881. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  cost  of  lighting  the  public 
lamps  of  the  City  for  1881  will  be  $45,453  more  than  the 
amount  allowed  in  the  Departmental  Estimate. 

I  therefore  respectfully  ask  to  amend  the  Departmental  Es- 
timate for  "  Lamps  and  Gas  "  by  increasing  it  from  $500,400  to 
$550,853  (including  $5,400  for  salaries  payable  from  the  same), 
and  request  that  the  latter  amount  be  set  apart  in  the  Final 
Estimate  for  1881.

Sir, — When  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  this  Department 
wag  made  up,  it  was  considered  that  an  expenditure  of  $1,S00 
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woald  be  sofficient  for  the  neceissai^  repairs  aud  alterations  to 
prepare  the  rooms  in  the  City  Hall,  lately  occupied  by  this 
Departuient,  for  the  use  of  the  Marine  Court.  Upon  re- 
examination of  the  subject  since  the  rooms  are  vacated,  it  is 
found  that  the  expense  will  be  about  $5,000,  requiring  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  estimate  for  the  appropriation  for 
"  Public  Buildings,  Construction  and  Kepairs."  It  is  thought, 
however,  that  with  strict  economy,  and  confining  the  repairs 
and  alterations  to  the  immediate  necessities,  an  increase  of 
$3,000  will  be  Sufficient 

The  Departmental  Estimate  for  that  appropriation  also  in- 
cludes an  allowance  of  $18,000  for  the  necessary  work,  altera- 
tions  and  fittings  to  prepare  the  upper  part  of  the  Essex 
Market  building  for  an  armory  for  the  Fifth  liegiment  of  the 
National  Guard.  Inasmuch  as 'this  is  a  special  item  of  ex- 
penditure, not  in  the  nature  of  general  repairs  and  mainten- 
ance of  public  buildings,  I  would  recommend  that  the  above 
amount  be  set  apart  as  a  special  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  in  the  Final  Estimate 
for  1881  the  sum  of  $43,000  be  set  apart  for  "  Public  Buildings, 
Construction  and  Kepairs  "  (including  $1,900  for  salaries  pay- 
able from  the  same),  and  the  sum  of  $18,000  for  '*  Fifth  Regi- 
ment Armory,  Essex  Market."

The  undersigned,  property-owners  and  residents  of  the 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  respectfully  support 
the  appropriations  for  the  year  1881  asked  for  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Parks  on  the  following  grounds  : 

First — The  appropriations  in  previous  years,  owing  to  the 
economy  enforced  upon  the  City,  has  been  insufficient  to  keep 
the  roads  and  bridges  in  good  order,  and  they  now  need  tho^ 
ough  examination  and  repair. 

Second — The  area  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fonrth 
Wards  is  only  258  acres  less  than  the  area  of  Manhattan 
Island.     Excluding  the  parks  in  Manhattan  Island,  the  two 
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Wards  are  693  acres  larger.  The  Department  has,  therefore, 
charge  of  streets  and  avenues,  etc.,  in  a  district  larger  than  the 
whole  area  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Third — There  are  in  these  Wards  180  miles  of  streets, 
avenues  and  roads  in  actual  use,  and  demanding  attention  and 
care.  Besides  the  general  care  of  these  streets,  avenues  and 
roads,  it  is  important  that  Broadway,  from  Kingsbridge  to  the 
Tonkers  line,  should  be  put  in  good  repair.  It  is  a  principal 
thoroughfare  of  easy  grade,  and  is  in  constant  use  by  teams 
and  travelers. 

One  iron  and  stone  bridge  has  been  built  over  the  Bronx 
river,  and  has  given  great  satisfaction. 

The  other  six  bridges  are  dilapidated  and  dangerous,  and 
need  to  be  rebuilt  of  iron  and  stone,  and  the  cost  of  rebuilding 
this  City's  half  of  these  six  bridges  should  be  appropriated. 

The  surveys  and  monumenting  is  of  great  importance.  This 
is  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  occupation  of  these  Wards 
with  population,  and  should  be  completed  as  speedUy  as  pos- 
sible, for  the  tendency  of  population  to  settle  in  these  Wards 
if  the  streets  and  avenues  are  made  ready  is  very  decided.

right  of  way  for  building  drains  in  the 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  in- 
cluding salaries  and  compensation  of  all  per- 
sons receiving  $2.00  per  day  and  upwards . .  1,000  00 

These  appropriations  are  all  supported  by  petitions  from 
property-owners  representing  great  wealth  and  large  areas  of 
property. 

The  tax  valuations  in  these  two  Wards  for  1880  are  $22,901,- 
985,  and  the  taxes  for  that  year  are  $579,383.09. 

These  property-owners  are  entitled  to  have  a  respectable 
portion  of  that  sum  expended  in  their  own  district.  The  areas 
of  these  two  Wards  is  258  acres  less  only  than  Manhattan  Island. 
Excluding  the  parks  and  places  on  Manhattan  Island,  the 
area  of  these  two  Wards  is  693  acres  larger.  It  is  not  fair 
towards  these  property-owners  that  in  addition  to  paying  for 
work  on  their  own  district,  they  should  be  compelled  to  pay 
for  work  on  Manhattan  Island.  It  would  be  more  just  if 
Manhattan  Island  helped  them,  because  if  this  district  is  im- 
proved by  better  roads,  etc.,  it  will  support  a  larger  amount  of 
taxation,  and  thus  benefit  the  whole  City. 

The  general  maintenance  of  $50,000  covers  180  miles  of 
streets  and  avenues  in  actual  use.  Broadway  and  Sedgwick 
avenue  are  leading  thoroughfares,  are  in  poor  condition,  and 
should  be  put  in  good  order.  One  bridge  over  the  Bronx 
river  has  been  rebuilt  of  iron,  the  other  six  bridges  are 
of  wood,  are  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  dangerous. 
There  is  greater  economy  in  rebuilding  them  of  iron,  than  in 
spending  money  in  propping  them  up  when  they  are  past 
repair. 
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The  sorveyiDg,  laying  oat,  and  monnmenting  most  be  com- 
pleted, becaase  the  propertjrowners  are  disposed  to  improre 
their  property,  and  must  have  the  new  streets  and  ayennee 
laid  out  and  monumented,  so  that  they  oan  find  their  propeitj 
lines  upon  the  ground.  The  laying  out  is  nearly  completed, 
and  the  mappmg  and  monumenting  must  be  carried  on.  This 
is  the  constant  and  pressing  demand  of  the  property -owners. 

The  making  of  maps  of  these  two  Wards  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Taxes  and  Assessments,  under  a  special  act  erf  the 
Legislature,  is  a  duty  imposed  upon  this  Department,  because 
from  its  materials  on  hand  they  can  be  made  at  a  slight 
expense. 

The  result  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  City  in  bringiDg 
all  the  property  under  taxation  by  exact  measurement,  for 
want  of  which  much  of  it  has  escaped  taxation,  and  more  of  it 
is  in  great  confusion. 

The  cleaning  of  sewers  and  drains  is  required  by  the  Health 
Department,  and  is  work  that  cannot  be  avoided.  The  sot- 
veys  and  maps  for  Commissioners  of  Estimate  and  AssesA- 
ment  in  street  opening  cases  is  a  duty  imposed  by  an  act  of 
Legislature  of  1880,  and  is  obligatory. 

The  surveys  and  plans  for  projected  sewers  and  drains,  and 
the  maps  for  acquiring  the  right  of  way  for  drains  is  of  ibe 
greatest  importance. 

The  great  impediment  in  the  settlement  of  the  Twentj-third 
and  Twenty-fourth  Wards  is  its  unhealthfulness,  from  ma- 
laria. Qood  drainage  is  the  single  remedy.  These  plans  and 
surveys  will  provide  for  it  at  a  light  charge,  for  unless  an 
economical  plan  and  system  of  thorough  drainage  can  be  as- 
certained and  adopted  it  will  be  useless  to  expect  the  natural 
growth  of  the  City  to  extend  over  this  district 
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Manhattan  Square,  Improvement  of,  excluding 
salarieB  and  compensation  of  all  pereons  re- 
ceiving $2.00  per  day  and  upwards,  and  in- 
cluding salary  of  one  foreman,  not  to  exceed 
$700  per  annum .*  $60,000  00 

This  is  now  a  part  of  the  Central  Park,  and  is  now  already 
adorned  by  an  expensive  museum.     The  grounds  are  very 
rough  and  unsightly,  as  well  as  unhealthy,  and  should  be  put 
iu  order  as  a  park,  and  fenced  in. 
Walks,  City  Parks — For  laying  new  and  repair- 
ing old  walks  in  the  City  parks  and  places, 
excluding  salaries  and  compensation  of  all 
persons  receiving  $2.00  per  day  and  up- 
wards.       $50,000  00 

Some  portion  of  this  work  has  been  done  in  the  last  few 
years,  and  it  can  be  seen  how  necessary  an  improvement  it  is. 
All  the  walks  in  and  around  the  City  parks  should  be  laid  and 
repaired  with  the  Trinidad  Asphalt  pavement,  which  has  been 
tested,  and  proved  to  be  the  most  durable  and  economical. 
Walks,    Central  Park — For  laying  new  walks, 
and  repairing  the  old  walks  in  Central  Park, 
including  resetting  curb  and  laying  new  walk 
on  the  broad  walk,  north  side  of  Fifty-ninth 
street,  between  Fifth  and  Eighth  avenues, 
excluding  salaries  and  compensation  of  all 
persons  receiving  $2.00  per  day  and  up- 
warda $100,000  00 

An  estimate  has  been  made  for  the  side-walks  on  the  four 
sides  of  the  Central  Park,  and  for  all  the  walks  within  it  which 
are  not  now  paved  or  in  good  order,  and  it  is  found  that  it  will 
require  an  expenditure  of  $630,000. 
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The  condition  of  the  Central  Park  depends  largely  to  a 
visitor  upon  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  its  walks,  and 
mach  of  the  criticism  upon  it  is  on  account  of  their  bad  state 
of  repair ;  very  little  money  has  been  expended  in  the  last  five 
years,  and  a  beginning  should  be  made  upon  this  important 
work.

This  park  is  over  three  miles  long,  with  an  avenue  border- 
ing upon  and  running  through  it.  It  is  a  natural  slope  towards 
the  Hudson  river,  covered  with  many  fine  old  trees.  It  needs 
to  be  drained  ;  to  have  some  grading  and  filling  for  the  sake 
of  its  healthfulness.  The  trees  should  be  cared  for.  Walks 
should  be  laid  out  through  it  to  make  it  accessible,  and  to 
bring  to  the  public  enjoyment  its  groves  and  points  of  extended 
prospect.  This  park  should  be  kept  in  a  natural  condition, 
and  a  slight  expenditure  in  improving  it  will  make  it  contri- 
bute very  largely  to  the  public  enjoyment.

**  Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  be  requested 
to  inform  the  Board  whether  the  specific  appropriations  for 
the  Police  Department,  under  the  general  heading  *  Police  De-

1.  The  Charter,  in  seotion  112,  provides  :  That  the  sums  in- 
cluded in  the  Final  Estimate  signed  by  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Apportionment,  shall  "  be  and  become  appropriated 
for  the  purposes  and  Departments  therein  named." 

The  transfer  of  funds  from  the  purpose  to  which  they  have 
been  appropriated,  to  other  purposes  in  the  same  Department, 
is  expressly  provided  in  the  same  section,  to  be  made  by  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Apportionment. 

I  therefore  advise  that  the  specific  appropriation  for  the 
Police  Department  under  the  general  lieading  "  Police  Fund," 
are  not  transferable  from  one  specific  purpose  to  another  by 
the  Police  Board  without  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment 

2.  The  act,  chapter  755,  Laws  of  1873,  empowers  the  Board 
of  Police  to  appoint  Police  Captains,  not  exceeding  in  number 
one  to  each  fifty  of  the  total  number  of  patrolmen. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Apportionment  to  provide  the 
salary  fixed  by  law  for  each  captain  appointed  within  the  limit 
defined  by  the  statute.

Sir, — At  yonr  request,  I  report  in  writing  the  substance  of 
the  conversation  which  I  have  just  had  with  you  in  regard  to 
the  sums  which  will  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
bridges  over  the  Harlem  river. 

Ist  The  Central  Bridge. — I  reported  to  the  Board  last  sum- 
mer that  the  approaches  to  the  draw  span  could  not  be  main- 
tained another  year,  and  that  new  approaches  should  be  built 
early  in  the  ensuing  year,  which  work,  if  done  in  the  cheapest, 
safe  manner,  would  cost  about  $20,000.  The  draw  span  and 
machinery  of  this  bridge  is  in  tolerable  good  repair,  but  it  is 
liable  at  any  time  to  be  run  into  by  a  vessel,  which  would  cost, 
perhaps,  $5,000  more  to  repair. 

The  truss  and  the  moving  machinery  are  also  liable  to  the 
usual  failures  in  half- worn  works,  and  a  sum  of  at  least  $1,000 
should  be  provided  for  that  repair. 

2d.  The  Third  Avenue  Bridge. — I  have  reported  to  the 
Soard  that  the  flooring  of  this  bridge  was  greatly  decayed,  and 
mnst  be  replaced  next  season,  at  a  cost  of  $4,500. 

If  the  Horse  Bailroad  Company  surrender  their  grant  for 
erossing  this  bridge,  the  Commissioner^  would  be  compelled  to 
xnake  that  expenditure. 
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The  draw-span  is  liable  to  be  struck  by  vessels.  Itis,  how- 
ever, of  iron,  and  would  not  be  so  seriously  injured  as  a  wooden 
bridge. 

The  sum  of  $1,000  ought  to  be  provided  for  the  repairs  of 
next  year,  in  addition  to  the  new  flooring  above  mentioned. 

3d.  The  Farmers*  and  Kingsbridge  bridges  are  old  wooden 
structures,  and  will  probably  require  at  least  $1,000  for  repairs 
next  season. 

4th.  The  two  bridges  over  Cromwell's  creek  are  tc^ether 
1,000  feet  long,  and  are  in  the  last  stages  of  their  existence. 
A  sum  of  at  least  $2,500  should  be  provided  for  them.

CHAPTER  74, 1866. 

Am  Act  to  xsreate  a  Metropolitan  Sanitary  District  and  Board 
of  Health  therein,  for  the  Preservation  of  life  and  health, 
and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 

Passed  February  26,  1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

Sec.  16.  And  said  Board  shall  use  all  reasonable  means  for 
ascertaining  the  existence  and  caase  of  disease  or  peril  to  life 
or  health,  and  for  averting  the  same  throoghoat  said  district, 
and  shall  promptly  cause  all  proper  information  in  possession 
of  said  Board  to  be  sent  to  the  local  health  authorities  of  any 
city,  village,  or  town  in  this  State  which  may  request  the  same, 
and  shall  add  thereto  such  useful  suggestions  as  the  experience 
of  said  Board  may  supply.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
said  health  authorities  to  supply  the  like  information  and  sug- 
gestions to  said  Metropolitan  Board  of  Health.  And  said 
Board  may  take  measures  and  supply  agents,  and  afford  in- 
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duoements  and  facilities  for  general  and  gratuitous  vacoinatioD 
and  disinfection,  and  may  afford  medical  relief  to  and  among 
the  poor  of  said  district,  as  in  its  opinion  the  protection  of  the 
public  health  may  require,  and  may  remove  or  cause  to  be  re- 
moved to  a  proper  place  within  said  district,  to  be  by  them 
designated,  any  person  sick  with  small-pox  or  other  contagions 
disease.* 

And  in  the  presence  of  great  and  imminent  peril  to  tk 
public  health  in  said  district,  by  reason  of  impending  pesti- 
lence, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  take  such  measures, 
and  to  do  and  order,  and  cause  to  be  done,  such  acts  and 
make  such  expenditures  (beyond  those  duly  estimated  for  or 
provided)  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  (though  not 
herein  elsewhere  or  otherwise  authorized),  as  it  may  in  good 
faith  declare  the  public  safety  and  health  to  demand,  and  the 
Gk>vemor  of  the  State  shall  also  in  writing  approve.  But  the 
exercise  of  this  extraordinary  power  shall  also,  so  &r  as  it  in- 
volves such  excessive  expenditures,  require  the  written  assent 
of  at  least  six  members  of  the  Board.  And  such  peril  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  exist  except  when,  and  for  such  period  of  time 
as,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  together  with  said  Board,  shall 
declare  by  proclamation  the  same  to  exist  or  continue..

Gentlemen, — The  close  of  this  year  finds  almost  every  conrt 
and  department  in  the  City  wholly  destitute  of  stationery, 
blanks,  etc.  In  several  cases  heads  ^of  bureaus,  judges,  and 
commissioners  have  been  compelled  to  pay  out  of  their  own 
pockets  for  the  printing  and  stationery  necessary  to  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  public  service. 

♦  I,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  you  request  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  increase  the  appropriation  for 
''  Printing,  Stationery,  and  Blank  Books  "  for  the  year  1881  to 
the  sum  of  $125,000. 

The  expenditures  under  this  head  during  the  years  1875-79, 
inclusive,  amounted  to  $643,735,  or  an  average  of  $128,755  per 
year. 

The  amount  expended  last  year  was  $105,000,  and  the  ap- 
propriation for  this  year  is  $110,000. 

It  is  not,  therefore,  surprising  that  the  stock  on  hand  has 
run  so  low  as  to  materially  impede  the  transaction  of  publio 
business. 

But  this  is  not  all. 

Within  the  past  two  years  the  advance  in  the  price  of  the 
finer  grades  of  paper  which  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
blank  books  has  been  15  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent. ;  the  increased 
cost  of  leather,  boards,  etc.,  has  been  greater,  making  alto- 
gether an  increased  cost  of  25  per  cent,  in  the  raw  material. 

The  proportion  of  the  appropriation  for  printing,  stationery, 
and  blank  books  consumed  in  the  purchase  of  blank  books  for 
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the  several  departments  of  the  City  government  is  nearly  one* 
half  of  the  entire  amonnt 

The  coBt  of  first-class  writing  paper  has  increased  in  nearly 
the  same  ratio. 

The  wages  of  printers  have  not  advanced,  bnt  there  is  a 
movement  on  foot  in  the  trade  which  may  result  in  higher 
wages. 

Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  the  increase  asked  for  is 
reasonable,  and  I  hope  this  request  will  meet  your  approval.

Gentlemen, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  this  day,  requesting  to  be 
informed  whether  it  is  the  "  datv  of  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  to  include  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  the 
year  1881  provision  for  the  payment  of  sums  which  are  legal 
charges  against  the  City,  which  have  accrued  during  tbe  year 
1880,  or  previous  years,  for  the  payment  of  which  no  provision 
has  been  made."

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment :  • 

Gentlemen, — The  experience  of  the  last  few  weeks  renders 
it  imperative  to  make  some  provision  in  the  appropriations  for 
the  Health  Department  for  the  possible  increase  in  contagious 
diseases.  For  several  years  contagious  diseases  have  been 
well  under  control,  but  within  a  few  weeks  many  cases  of 
small-pox  have  been  imported  from  foreign  countries  and  from 
neighboring  cities.  Our  hospital  is  full,  and  we  have  been 
obliged  to  provide  tents  for  temporary  relief.  If  any  consid- 
erable increase  in  these  diseases  occurs,  we  shall  be  unable,  with 
the  present  accommodations,  to  receive  the  cases,  and  it  is 
not  possible  to  estimate  the  harm  that  would  result  to  the 
City.  We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  adequate  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  the  care  of  contas^ious  diseases. 

The  accommodations  at  the  lower  end  of  Blackwell's  Island 
are  too  restricted,  and  afford  no  space  for  additional  pavil- 
ions.   This  Board  has  been  placed  in  possession,  by  the  Sink- 
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ing  Fund  Commission,  of  North  Brothers  Island.  There  is 
already  one  pavilion  upon  the  island,  and  means  shonld  be 
furnished  for  erecting  additional  pavilions  and  providing  other 
necessary  equipments.  If  no  such  provision  is  made  in  the 
appropriation  for  1881,  and  our  fears  of  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  contagious  diseases  should  be  realized,  the  only  al- 
ternative will  be  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  special  provision  of 
the  law  provided  for  such  cases,  and  have  the  City  declared  to 
be  in  a  condition  of  peril  from  impending  pestilence,  when  we 
should  then  be  authorized  to  incur  any  expense  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Your  Board  can  estimate  the  enormous  pecuniary  injury 
which  the  business  interests  of  the  City  would  sustain  from 
such  a  public  declaration. 

We  have  already  placed  before  you  the  estimate  of  the 
problable  expense  of  providing  in  due  time  for  this  emergency

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  County 
Clerk  of  December  31,  addressed  to  your  Honorable  Board, 
informing  you  of  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
Supreme  Court,  for  the  year  1880,  of  $2,108.38,  occasioned  by 
the  appointing  of  an  additional  stenographer,  at  a  salary  of 
$2,500  per  annum,  pursuant  to  chapter  54  of  the  Laws  of  1880. 

Also  of  a  deficiency  in  the  County  Clerk's  pay-roll,  occa- 
sioned by  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1880 
provided  only  for  the  payment  of  five  recording  clerks,  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200  per  year,  instead  of  eight,  as  authorized 'by 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  passed  November  24, 
1869,  and  requesting  appropriate  action  to  be  taken  by  your 
Honorable  Body. 

Pursuant  to  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to  jour  duty  in 
the  premises,  I  advise  you : 

Fir^t — That  the  provisions  of  chapter  54  of  the  Laws  of 
1880,  above  cited,  are  imperative,  and  require  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  stenographer. 

That  such  stenographer,  by  virtue  of  the  act,  acquires  a 
right  to  the  salary  fixed  by  law,  and  it  is  therefore  the  duty  of 
your  Board  to  provide  funds  to  pay  the  same. 

/Sleconrf.— The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  ap- 
proved November  24,  1869,  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted, duly  certified,  conferred  upon  the  County  Clerk  con-, 
tinuing  authority  to  employ  the  six  additional  clerks  therein 
named. 

I  am  informed  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution, 
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two  recording  clerks  were  employed,  making  a  total  of  eight 
clerks  whom  the  County  Clerk  had  authority  to  employ. 

Though  the  appropriation  for  1880  included  only  salaries 
for  five  clerks,  yet  the  action  of  the  Board  does  not  suspend 
the  authority  of  the  County  Clerk,  acquired  by  statute,  and  the 
above-recited  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.
